schools is that they are needed to com- 
plete a system of public instruction; that 
the beneficial influence they exert upon 
lower schools is worth all they cost, and 
that the country has no more need of citi- 
zens who can only read and write than it 
has of citizens who have some learning, 
some culture, some weight of character.

tries and is so certain to be more or less 
Jem'Valh useilinthe United States, that 
iirnoram'c of it. will soon be considered 
disgraceful lo any one in business or pro- 
fessional lite. The fact that the ays urn 
is so simple, so easily learned, is nnotnci 
icason why ignorance of it by graduates 
of our grammar schools and high schools 
should soon be. regarded (is inexcusable.

This, too, in 


ONE MA.N POWER. 


The action of the mayor in removing 


three policemen and appointing others 
to take their places may be justified, in 
his opinion, by circumstances of which 
the people are ignorant, but whether he 
is right or wrong in a legal point of 
view—whether he is justified by the 
facts in tho case or not—his action is 
not calculated to produce harmony in 
the city government, or heal the dissen- 
sions which threaten to destroy the use- 
fulness of his administration. If he 
has-just ground of complaint against 
the police he owes it to the public to 
call the council together and submit his 
reasons for asking their removal. 
It 


he has no good reason to give, and is 
merely governed in his action by an 
arbitrary desire to have his own way, he 
will soon find himself without the sup- 
port and sympathy ot the people. 


This is a poor country for the exer- 


cise of the one man power, and history 
is fairly burdened with the instances in 
which it has been tried, only to result 
in failure. The American people are 
justly jealous of tbe-r rights and privil- 
eges, and are always quick to resent the 
first approaches of anything which 
smacks of absolutism or personal gov- 
ernment. 
The mayor of Decatur will 


find himself no exception to the rule, 
and his experience in the past ought to 
convirice.him of the hopelessness of a 
fresh attempt to run the city govern- 
ment according to his own pleasure. 
Ho finds himself supported by only a 
small minority of the council—more 
than two-thirds of its members being 
opposed to his personal schemes. 
Does 


be suppose that ho can set up his own 
will against the combined opposition of 
seven out of the tenmeimbers ofthecoun- 


Has he the hardihood to imagine 


that the people who elected those seven 
members will tamely submit to see 
thorn set at defiance? If he does he 
IBS not learned inaoli by experience. 
The mayor is an integral part of the 
city government, but he is not the 
whole of it.

employ large quantities not'only of beet- 
root leaves, but also uf the leaves of 
endive, and even of the potato plant. 
The cigars sold in South Germany as 
coming from Vevay, at a price of from 
one mark to one markatid a half a hun- 
dred, do not, according to Herr Schlie- 
den, contain any tobiiucu, "except that 
made with cabbage or turnip leaves 
which had beendcpuvod of their specific 
odor by various manipulations, and sub- 
sequently steeped for s-omo, time in an 
extract of tobacco."

One of the most elegant of the many 


lovely hats was a white chip, with droop- 
ing rim on one side and rolling on the 
other; the soft crown was of turquoise , 
blue silk; the edge was ornamented 
with pearl beads; a wreath of fig-leaves, 
blue wisteria, and drooping grasses 
formed the outside trimming; the in- 
side trimming -was of blue damasse 
gauze, knotted and c.iught with cres- 
cent and fringe of large pearl beads; the 
ends were of moire and satin ribbons. 
A unique white chip bonnet was of cot- 
tage shape on one side, and rolling on 
the other; the edge of this bonnet was

A FAMOUS CHIME OF BELLS.

ing to St. Michael's Churoh, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., have had an eventful and va- 
ried history.

and now they are speaking to the ears 
of the great-grandchildren of their first 
owners.
